Findings in Alleged Timber Frauds 


on White Earth Indian 


Reservation. 


Th#* return of Capt. Mercer to the 
Indian agency at Lefjeh lake, Min­ 
nesota. will probably be followed by 
some interesting disclosures in con­ 
nection with the White Earth timber 
matters, according to a Washington 
correspondent. 
It is stated in the 
interior department that instructions 
will soon hit forwarded to Cupt. 
Mercer directing him to make a de­ 
mand upon the tim ber companies 
that secured contracts under the re­ 
cent operations to pay over to the 
government 
approximating 
about 
s-IO.OOO, which represents the value 
of green timber which was cut under 
the dead and down operations in 
violation of department regulations. 
This demand is understood to be 
bused upon the recent report of Mr. 
(» Neill, of Wisconsin. 
Mr. O 'N eill’s report substantiated 
that forwarded the departm ent some 
months ago by Supt. Farr, who at 
that time became involved in aeon- 
tr ovcrsy with Capt. Mercer concern­ 
ing the correctness of F a r r ’s conclu­ 
sions. 
Department officials assert 
that Secretary Hitchcock still has 
confidence in Capt. Mercer, believing 
that the green timber was cut dor 
jug the dead and down timber opera­ 
tions without his knowledge. 
While th#* officials are unwilling to 
discuss the action of Secretary Hitch­ 
cock in this connection, it is under­ 
sign! that hts demand on the lumlier 
operators which is to be presented 
bv Capt. Mercer, will be plain and 
explicit, and 
that the contractors 
will be given a certain length of ti Irw­ 
in which to make the payments. 
it is believed the secretary will in­ 
stitute proceedings in th#* courts 
with a view to recovering the differ­ 
ence I jet wwn the price of th#* dear, 
and down timber and the green logs 
removed from lh#* reservations. This 
is said to range from about $2 to $fi 
a thousand on the bulk of the t im ber 
contracted for and amounts in the 
aggregate to about $40,WH). 
Judging from the attitude of cer­ 
tain departm ent officials they would 
prefer to have the m atter airedin the 
courts in order to expose what they 
regard as sharp practice on the part 
of the lumber operators.

LUMBER COMPANIES 


HAVE TO DIG UP. 
Saperbitendent Farr Said to Have 
been Sustained by the 
Department. 
SHOUT AGE OF FORTY THOUSAND 
Findings in AHeyed Timber Frauds 
on White Earth Indian 
Reservation. 


The return of Capt. Mercer to the 
Indian agency at Leech Inks, Min­ 
nesota. will probably be followed by 
some interesting disclosures in con­ 
nection with the W hite Earth timber 
matters, according to a Washington 
correspondent. 
It is stated in the 
interior department that instructions 
will soon be forwarded to Capt. 
Mercer directing him to make a de­ 
mand upon th«* timber com pi mies 
that secured contracts under the re- 
0 
e«*nt operation» to pay over to the 
government approximating 
about 
#l<UHjOt which represents the value 
of green timber which was cut under 
the dead and «town operations in 
violation of department regulations. 
This demand is understood to be 
based upon the recent report of Mr. 
O .Will, of Wisconsin. 
Mr. O ’Neill's report substantiated 
that forwarded IBs department some 
months ago by Sujit. Farr, who at 
that time became involved in a'con- 
trofersy w ith Capt. Mercer concern 
ing the correctness of Farr’s conclu­ 
sions. 
itejiartnient officials assert 
that Secretary Hitchcock still has 
(xmfktence in Capt. Mercer, believing 
that the green timber was cut «tur 
ing the dead and down timber opera­ 
tions without hi* knowledge. 
White the officials are unwilling to 
discuss the action of Secretary Hitch­ 
cock in this connection, it is under­ 
stood that his demand on the lumtier 
o|M*rab)r* which in to lie presented 
bv Capt. Mercer, will tx* plain and 
explicit, and that th** contractors 
will be given a certain length of time 
in which to make the payment». 
I t is believed the 'secretary will in 
stitute procee<lings in the courts 
with a view to recovering the differ­ 
ence between the price of the dead 
and <lown tirnix*r and the green log» 
removed front the reservations.

When General Greely object«1 in the 
fall of lhSlh to the statem ent by Sena­ 
tor Lodge In bis history of the war 
with Bpaln that Cervera’s presence In 
Ban fia go harbor had l**eo dim-ove red 
by the "pres* lioat*,** the general went 
on to nay that that fact had l»een as­ 
certained by Colonel Allen of the sig­ 
nal corps on d:titj at Key West, and 
that he.
